finally dispatched. A copy of the n ote 
w as delivered to C ount von B em storff, 
the G erm a n am b assad o r, by the state 
d ep a rtm e n t as a co u rtesy , and copies 
w ere sim ilarly cabled to the A m eri­ 
can am b assa d o rs at London, Baris and 
B etrograd for th e ir own inform ation. 
In som e q u a rte rs friendly to G er­ 
m any the im pression prevailed that 
the Berlin g o v ern m en t ''Would accede 
to th e A m erican d em ands, but sta te 
its expectation that tile U nited S tate s 
would endeavor to secu re the unre 
►trieted p assag e of foodstuffs and con 
d itional co n tra b an d consigned to the 
civilian population of G erm any. 
A lthough no m ention is understood 
to be m ade as to the tim e when a rs- 
ply is ex p ected from the im perial gov­ 
ern m e n t, the belief is th a t the G er­ 
m an foreign office, realizing the s ta ts 
of feeling in the U nited S tates, will 
a n s w e r prom ptly. 
T h e note does not say w hat step s 
will bu taken or w h at co u rse will be 
pursued in the ev en t of an u n fav o r­ 
able reply, but indicates th a t the U nit­ 
ed S tate s will sp a re no pains e ith er 
by diplom atic re p re se n ta tio n s or o th ­ 
erw ise, to obtain an a c q u itm e n t e in 
Its position.

T h e 
U nited S ta te s points o u t tiiat it never 
ad m itted G erm an y ’s rig h t to do them , 
and w arned the im perial governm ent 
th a t it would be held to a “stric t a • 
co u n tab ility ” for a tta c k s on A m erican 
vessels or lives. A s tric t accounting, 
therefore, is now 
asked

many. 
E x p ressio n s of re g re t m ay com ply 
with the legal precedent*, but they 
are valueless link.ss ac* om panled by 
a cessatio n of th e p ractices e n d a n g er­ 
ing live* of non-com batants. 
T h e right ol n e u tra ls th travel any 
point of the high seas on neutral or 
belligerent m erch an tm en is asserted .

"In politics," he said. “ th e nam*' of 
the m achine 
has becom e an athem a.

politics has co n stitu ted a real reform , 
for which all good citizens m u st be 
grateful."
